BERLIN, April 28.—Dr. Hjalmar 
Schacht, German Economics Minis- 
ter, was superseded in authority to- 
day by Gen, Hermann Wilhelm 
Goering, as far as management of 
foreign exchange and raw mater- 
jals was concerned. 

An official communique said: 

“Inasmuch as in handling of ques- 
tions concerning raw materials and 
foreign exchange, numerous Gov- 
ernment and party offices must 
co-operate, Der Fuehrer and Reichs- 
chancellor (Adolf Hitler) has dele- 
gated to the Prussian Prime Minis- 
ter (Goering) examination and ex- 
ecution of all necessary measures. 

“Prime Minister Goering is au- 
thorized in this connection to hear 
and to give instructions to all Gov- 
ernment and party offices. He is 
authorized to ask for the support of 
the respective Reich Ministers, and 
in case of necessity, he may dele- 
gate them to represent him.” 

Schacht, as Germany's financial 
and economics expert, had incurred 
the bitter enmity of the Nazi party. 
Instead of adapting himself to the 
language and ideology of Nazism, 
he heaped sarcasm on such Nazi 
ideas as he considered impractica- 
ble. He neglected also to rally 
prominent captains of industry, all 
of whom recognized his genius, 
about him, and, as a result, fought 
a lone fight as Minister of Econom- 
ics. 

This correspondent discussed the 
situation with bankers, Nazi party 
officials, representatives of the dye 
trust and the Potash Syndicate and 
an aristocrat with vast agricultural 
holdings. They all agreed that 
Schacht's elimination from public 
life would be a signal for foreign 
countries to regard Germany's eco- 
nomic structure as unstable. 

However much Hitler might value 
his econemic expertness, one 
source said, he could not retain the 
Economics Minister permanently in 
the face of growing Nazi party op- 
position. 

It was also pointed out that 
the Minister, for the last sev- 
eral days, had failed to fly the of- 
ficial ministerial flag on his auto- 
mobile, and had failed to carry out 
a scheduled presentation of storm 
troop sports insignia at his minis- 
try to those who had passed the re- 
quired athietic tests.

The Wafdist, or Nationalist, par- 
ty’s agitations had furnished fre-

In 1927 there had been another 
British crisis, in which the em- 
pire, following the assassination of 
one of its officials, presented an 
ultimatum at whose stringent terms 
for British security the Egyptian 
Premier quibbled and finally balked 
entirely. 

The internal situation was ag- 
gravated the following year. In 
June a newspaper published -photo- 
graphs purporting to show 4docu- 
ments which, if genuine, connect- 
ed the Premier, Nahas Pasha, and 
certain colleagues with an unsav- 
ory intrigue. 

Seizing the opportunity to tight- 
en his rule, King Fuad forced Pre- 
mier Nahas from office the next 
month, dismissed parliament for 
three years, and announced he 
would take the reins of Government 
into his own hands. Later he made 
Mahmud Pasha, Liberal leader, 
Premier. 

Although Ahmed Fuad had worn 
the title of Khedive of Egypt from 
1917, he did not become King until 
March, 1922, when Great Britain re- 
linquished its protectorate. 

A brother-in-law, another Khedi- 
vial Prince, fired a pistol at him 
in the fashionable Cairo Native 
Club one night in the eighteen- 
nineties, and the bullet struck his 
throat. His recovery was siow and 
imperfect, leaving a curious ner- 
vous reaction, half laugh and _ half 
cough, of the throat muscles. Phy- 
sicians did not ling the old wound 
with the recent iliness by more 
than coincidence.

Grain Trader Accused In 
New True Bill of Dodg- 
ing $229,000 Payment 
for 1930 and 1933. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Ill, April 23.—Arthur 
W. Cutten, Chicago grain dealer, 
who was charged last month with 
attempting to evade $414,515 in 1929 
income taxes, was accused by the 
Federal Grand Jury in a second 
indictment today of attempting to 
evade $229,944 in taxes in 1930 and 
1933. 

The new indictment, in two 
counts, charged Cutten attempted 
to evade payments of $58,579 on a 
gross 1930 income of $702,850, and 
a net income of $334,598, and pay- 
ments of $171,364 on a gross 1933 
income of $568,891 and a net of 
$529,990. 

Today's action increased the total 
evasion against Cutten to $644,469 
and put his income for three years 
under scrutiny. 

Consultant Also Named. 


As in the first indictment, returned 
March 10, the Federal Grand Jury 
today named William E. Gatewood, 
a former agent of the Internal 
Revenue Department, with Cutten. 
Gatewood, a consultant on income 
tax affairs since quitting the Gov- 
ernment service, was charged in 
both indictments with “aiding and 
abetting.” 

That Cutten, famous for million- 
bushel deals in grain and for long 
term forecasts of agricultural pros- 
pects, took losses on his own farm 
land was shown in the income 
schedule set out by today’s indict- 
ment. 

The second indictment was re- 
turned before Federal Judge James 
H. Wilkerson just as Cutten seemed 
assured of victory in his fight 
against disbarment from the grain 
markets. 

Barred for Two Years. 


The speculator, long a champion 
of unregulated grain trading, was 
barred from trading for two years 
in an order of the Grain Futures 
Administration handed down Feb. 
14, 1935. He had been charged, in 
a hearing, with manipulating wheat 
prices in 1930 and 1931.

Entire Reorganization of 
Present System Advised 
in Report Judge 
Nolte.

Reorganization of the entire gov- 
ernment of St. Louis County was 
recommended in a partial report 
of the county grand jury to Circuit 
Judge Julius R. Nolte today. 

The report charged that the pres- 
ent financial difficulties of the 
county are due to “indifferent and 
inefficient county courts, which 
have made no adequate efforts to 
remedy the situation,” and to fee 
offices, “which are a cancer on the 
county’s financial! structure, costing 
taxpayers thousands of dollars, 
which are being pocketed by pro- 
fessional politicians of both par- 
ties.” 

The grand jury returned 18 in. 
dictments in its partial report. 
Names of the defendants were sup- 
pressed pending their apprehension. 

Suggests Definite Program. 

The report recommended an 
amendment to the State Constitu- 
tion which would permit the county 
to set up a charter form of govern- 
ment best suited to its needs. How- 
ever, since this sort of action could 
have no effective results within 
several years, the report recom- 
mended that in the meantime a 
careful study be made of the coun- 
ty’s needs and that present laws be 
amended by the 1937 Legislature as 
follows: 

Abolition of all fee-supported 
offices and establishment instead 
of fixed salaries. 

A modern system of accounting 
in all offices. 

Improvement in procedure _ in 
collection of county revenues and 
expenditure of funds under a bud- 
get plan. 

Consolidation of departments, 
where possible, and their opera- 
tion under trained personnel. 

‘Commitments by all candidates 
for count offices and for the Leg- 
islature this year to support pro- 
posale for better government. 

The conduct of fee-supported of- 
fices was severely criticised in the 
report, which declared that the le- 
gal maximum salary of $10,000 a 
year for officeholders “under the 
most favorable business conditions 
and standards would be excessive 
pay for the work and responsibili- 
ties involved in any county office.”

Men From Northern Front Weak From Lack 
of Food—Camp Set Up Near 
Capital.

ADDIS ABABA, April 28.—Thou- 
ands of Ethiopian soldiers, exhaust- 
ed and hobbling on bare feet, began 
to stream in today from the north- 
ern front. 

Most of them primitive fighters 
of the Wallaga Province army, they 
presented a sharp contrast to the 
fiery Wallaga warriors who parad- 
ed last November before Emperor 
Haile Salessie. 

Weak from lack of food and wa- 
ter, the refugees established thei: 
quarters in a large camp outside 
the capital, by order of Crown 
Prince Asfa Wosan, so that Addis 
Ababa might maintain its status as 
an “open town.” 

Many of them were wounded and 
were carried on roughly improvised 
stretchers. Those not wounded 
dragged rifles picked up from their 
fallen comrades.

WASHINGTON, April 28. -— Evi- 
dence that American Telephone & 
Telegraph Co. long-distance opera- 
tions made $180,000,000 of profit in 
excess Of a 6 per cent return on 
investments over a 23-year period 
was given today to the Communi- 
cations Commission. 

Testifying at a hearing in the 
commission's investigation of the 
utility, J. A. Krug, a commission 
accountant, introduced exhibits say- 
ing that long-distance activities of 
the A. T. & T. “have been relative- 
ly free from regulation.” 

The exhibit said that “a remark- 
able record of high profit has char- 
acterized the long lines operation” 
of the A. T. & T. “The return 
earned on long lines investment,” 
it added, “has been exceptional.” 

For the 23-year period ended last 
Dec. 31, Krug said, long-line opera- 
tions made a profit of more than 

This, he said, “exceeded a 6 per 
cent veturn on the average net 
plant investment by more than 
$180,000,000" and. was “over $143,- 
000,000 above a 7 per cent return 
on net plant investments.” 


Comparative Earnings. 


Krug compared earnings of op- 
erating companies in the Bell Sys- 
tem with those of the long lines 
department, and said that this com- 
parison showed the “favorable earn- 
ings record” of long distance opera- 
tions. 

During the 22 years ended last 
Dec. 31, (a different period from 
that previously mentioned) Krug 
said the average rate of return on 
net book cost on the Associated 
Companies (plant) was 6.72 per 
cent, compared with 10.9 per cent 
for long lines. 

“The most significant fact indi- 
cated by these comparisons,” the 
witness continued, “is the excess of 
the rate of return of long lines 
over the return earned by the As- 
sociation Companies, many of 
which have been subject to regula- 
tion by state commissions, 

“With these conditions existing, 
the question may -be raised as to 
whether the comparatively high 
rate of return enjoyed by the long 
lines has been a result of the level 
of toll rates charged the public, in- 
correct allocations of expenses be- 
tween the long lines and general 
departments of the American Com- 
pany, or inequitable apportionments 
of revenue or operating costs be- 
tween long lines and the Associated 
Companies, or a combination of all 
these possibilities.” 

Company Officer's Statement. 

In a statement commenting on 
the Krug report, C. P. Cooper, A. 
T. & T., vice-president, said: 

“The net earnings in the past 25 
years on all the money put in, or 
left in, the Bell Telephone System 
(including long lines) by investors 
have never in any year been as 
high as 9 per cent and were about 
5.3 per cent for 1935. 

“It is inevitable that earnings on 
various parts of a nation-wide sys- 
tem will vary from time to time. 

“As to the long lines department, 
four separate reductions in long 
distance rates aggregating, on an 
annual basis, $14,500,000 a year were 
made in-the five-year period from 
1926 to 1931.

Getting Ready for Left Turn 


Financial Leaders Draft Own Reorganization 
Plan to Meet Expected Demand of 
New Government. 


By the Associated Press, 

PARIS, April 28.—The Bank of 
France, expecting a new Left Gov- 
ernment to emerge from the parlia- 
mentary elections with a plan to 
“reform” it, was reported today to 
have drafted already its own reor- 
ganization plan. 

Financiers said that although the 


_bank did not expect a demand for 


ite nationalization, it awaited a 


'campaign to give greater represen- 


tation on the Board of Regents to 
minor shareholders and to the Gov- 
ernment. 

If a Leftist Government should 
start such “agitation” after the run- 
off elections next Sunday for a new 
Chamber of Deputies, financiers 
said, the Bank of France would 
propose: 

1. That every share be given one 
vote, in place of the present rule 
restricting the right of vote in 
“general assemblys” to the 200 big- 
gest shareholders. 

2. That two or three high Treas- 
ury officials, and possibly other 
Government chiefs, be added to the 
bank’s Board of Regents. 

“Real Masters of France.” 

Left wing politicians have con- 
tended that the “real masters of 
France” are 12 elderly regents of 
the Bank of France, The two Bar- 
ons, a Marquis and nine plain citi- 
zens were criticised in fiery elec- 
tion speeches, extremists declaring 
these men were the “power behind 
the republic” because they contro! 
the balance of power in the bank’s 
18-man directorate. 

Although the private bank issues 


France’s banknotes, holds 65,000,- 
000,000 francs in gold and has as- 
sets of 95,500,000,000 francs, many 
of the elderly millionaires are 
hardly known to their fellow citi- 
zens. 

(The franc is quoted currently in 
the New York market at 6% cents.) 

“There cannot exist in France two 
powers—that of the state and that 
of the stockholders,” former Pre- 
mier Edouard Daladier, president 
of the Radical-Socialist party, de- 
clared during the campaign. “The 
Bank of France is a gold _ store- 
house accessible only to the rich.” 


Holders of Keys. 


Prominent among those who the 
radicals declare hold the keys to 
the “gold storehouse” is Baron Edo- 
uard de Rothschild, a member of 
the directorates of more than 20 
great corporations. Francois de 
Wendel, chiefly known for his in- 
terest in the famous Creusot Muni- 
tions Works, and the Marquis de 
Vogue are two others generally 
known. The names of the rest are 
seldom heard. 

In addition to the 12 regents 
elected by the stockholders, three 
are appointed now by the Govern- 
ment, and the Governor and two 
Vice-Governors also sit on the 
board.

TWO RELIEF BILLS 
IN ILLINOIS HOUSE 


Move to Kill Adamowski 
Measure Fails After New 
Plan Is Introduced.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., April 28. — 
The House refused last night to kill 
the Adamowski bill authorizing a 
$6,000,000 appropriation for May 
and June relief, after receiving the 
Billman plan for unemployment 
taxes and bonds by new county re- 
lief districts. 

Representative F. W. Lewis 
(Dem.), Robinson, was defeated, 17 
to 66 on a motion to kill the Adam- 
owski bill by striking the enacting 
clause. 

The Billman plan for new relief 
districts was introduced by Repre- 
sentative Warren E. Brockhouse 
(Dem.), Concord. 

Adamowski, Democratic floor 
leader from Chicago, urged that the 
$6,000,000 be appropriated and the 
expiration date of the _ Illinois 
Emergency Relief Commission set 
back to July 1, while other plans 
are studied. He suggested a $30,- 
000,000 State bond issue to be re- 
tired from sales tax revenues. 

Lewis was'supported only by 
Southern Illinois Democrats in his 
effort to kill the bill. He argued that 
relief be turned over to the local 
governments, and said Chicagoans 
were attempting to raid the Treas- 
ury by refusing to raise their own 
relief funds. 

Dewitt Billman, secretary of the 
Legislative Reference Bureau, pro- 
posed that the Pauper Act be re- 
vised to create a relief district, co- 
extensive with each county, with 
county officials as ex-officio com- 
missioners. The county relief dis- 
tricts would be authorized to levy 
a 30-cent property tax and issue 
bonds until July 1, 1937. They 
would have discretionary power to 
decide who would administer the 
funds. 

The Billman plan would repeal 
the Lantz bill for a mandatory re- 
lief tax in Chicago. 

Downstate Democrats who were 
active in Gov. Horner’s campaign 
for renomination, were defeated in 
an effortto reduce the Adamowski 
appropriation to $4,000,000. 


CEREMONY AT VATICAN SET

VATICAN CITY, April 28.—Pope 
Pius today set May 23 as the date 
for his exit from the Vatican to 
inaugurate the new executive build- 
ing of the Vatican known as the 
Palace of Congregations in the Tras- 
tevere section of Rome.

Declaring that resources are at 
hand to put the jobless to work, he 
said the real question was whether, 
in attacking the problem, the “char- 
acteristically American principle of 
economic freedom is to be main- 
tained” or is to be “circumscribed 
by Government controls.” 

“Our ills are not to be cured by 
the flaying of business by the poli- 
tician or condemnation of politics 
by the business man,” he declared. 

Roper Proposes Program. 

Secretary of Commerce Roper, 
addressing the meeting, proposed a 
10-point program through which he 
said business can absorb more of 
the jobless. 

He said, “Business should utilize 
every possible channel of approach 
that will result in the most effec- 
tive co-operation between business 
and Government.” 

Roper’s 10-point program: 

1. “Business should survey its 
own needs and its own conditions 
from the viewpoint of employing 
as many persons as current im- 
provements and future programs 
demand. 

“2. As improvements in productive 
efficiency are secured, business 
should pass on to the consumer the 
benefits of the lower costs of pro- 
duction which result. 

“3. Business should form and 
launch industrial committees to 
study in a comprehensive way téech- 
nological unemployment and meth- 
ods for speeding up the transfer 
into other fields of earning capacity 
of workers replaced by machines. 

“4. Business should stimulate the 
durable goods industries by early 
action that will provide for capital 
goods and machinery replacements 
due to obsolescence, depreciation 
and other causes. 

“5. Business should develop effec- 
tive and wisely engineered home- 


building programs, privately fi- 
nanced and managed and adapted to 
local needs, to foster better Ameri- 
can home standards. 

“6. Business should launch more 
aggressive endeavors to expand our 
foreign trade all along the line and 
P especially in co-operation with the 
administration’s reciprocal trade 
agreement program.

“7 Business should have a_ re- 
search program, conducted by in- 
dustry and business, for the put- 
pose of informing business on a 
long-term useful public works plan 
looking to the co-ordination of 
proper national, state, local and pri- 
vate endeavors.

Robbins said the gift “will cre- 
ate in North America for the first 
time a modern cancer institute even 
more broadly organized than those 
already existing in Rome, Milan 
and Buenos Aires. The scope of 
the project stirs the imagination.” 

The plot on which the hospital 
will be erected has been held for 
some time by the Rockefeller In- 
stitute. It is near the East River 
at Sixty-Seventh street. The new 
unit will have 200 beds, extensive 
laboratories and clinics, and facili- 
ties for surgery and irradiation with 
X-rays and radium. Detailed studies 
will be made to assure modern and 
complete facilities, the hospital's 
announcement said. 

Memorial Hospital, the announce- 
ment said, founded in 1884, is the 
oldest special cancer hospital in 
the world and “probably has the 
largest active cancer service in the 
world.” It was founded by Mr. and 
Mrs. John Jacob Astor and Eliza- 
beth Hamilton Cullum, a grand- 
daughter of Alexander Hamilton, 
The hospital has been affiliated with 
the Cornell University Medical Col- 
lege since 1913.

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Traffic Control Suggestions. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

NUMBER of four-lane highways have 

been constructed around St. Louis. 
These are a splendid improvement, but 
their purpose is being defeated because 
most of the drivers insist on driving in 
the inside lanes. I find that most of 
them will not pull over into the outside 
(or right-hand) lane, no matter how much 
you blow the horn. Around Chicago, 
highway patrolmen make a practice of 
warning drivers to stay in the right-hand 
lane except when passing other cars. 

I find that the haphazard method of lo- 
cating stop signs here in the city has re- 
sulted in a number of death-traps. Stop | 
signs should not be placed on boulevards. 
On boulevards, traffic should be con- 
trolled by stop-and-go lights. The aver- 
age driver, when annoyed by too many 
stop signs (many of them absolutely un- 
necessary), begins to get careless. He 
feela he is being persecuted, and conse- 
quently he tries to get by them without 
actually stopping. I have also noticed that 
the pedestrians have more trouble cross- 
ing an intersection that is protected by a 
stop sign than one that is protected by 
a light. Also, all through streets should 
be protected by stop signs. 

I have noticed that taxi drivers and 
other drivers who drive quite a bit usu- 
ally use the side streets in preference to 
the boulevards. They can make better 
time. In doing this, however, they take 
a number of chances. Tonight, I noticed 
the taxi drivers using Chestnut street 
in preference to Market street to avoid 
the stop signs and lights. They were 
crossing the intersections of Chestnut and 
Fourteenth, Fifteenth, Sixteenth and Sev- 
enteenth streets at speeds of 25 to 30 
miles an hour. This is just one instance. 

Trucks should be barred from the bou- 
levards. They take up too much room 
and are too hard to control in crowded 
traffic. Most cities the size of St. Louis 
bar trucks from the boulevards. 

A number of stop-and-go lights are vis- 
ible from one side only. This is a nui- 
sance and also is dangerous. There is no 
reason for this, because it is a simple 
job to make them visible from all direc- 
tions. Also, there are several different 
types of stop signs in use, They should 
be uniform in size and design. 

I think St. Louis is a large enough city 
to throw out some of the silly measures 
now used to try to control traffic and get 
down to some serious planning. There is 
no reason why St. Louls should be near 
the top in the list of motor death cities.

— in New York, that scrutiny is rather poorly repaid. 
) In Baltimore, Mr. Roosevelt spoke pleasantly and 
|i with an apparently studied vagueness about better 


opportunities for the youth of America. In New York, 
he dealt with the undisputed need for greater pur- 
chasing power. 

His remarks on the interdependence of the nation— 
the relationship, for example, of low purchasing pow- 
er on the part of farmers to New York's garment in- 
dustry—are, of course, unexceptionable. His point 
that if every person in New York were properly fed 


and clothed, production from 3,000,000 additional 
acres would be needed, is in the same category. It is 
a point worth making only as a premise to serious 
‘discussion and not for the President's airy statement, 
“I propose to continue the fight for more food and 
better homes.” 


In the texture of the New York speech is appar- 
en. Mr. Roosevelt's feeling that the country has made 


| rent strides in the fight against the depression. It 


is a feeling many of his countrymen do not share. 
“What our success has been,” he said, “you can prove 


by the simple process of putting the financial pages 
of any newspaper published in 1936 alongside the 


financial pages of the same newspaper published in 
1932.” Such a comparison will show, it is true, a 
huge rise in stock market prices. That may satisfy 
the President as an augury of recovery, but many 
financial experts, pointing out that stock market 
prices have greatly outstripped actual business im- 
provement to date, regard the runaway market with 
perturbation rather than with enthusiasm. 

Besides, the real measure of recovery. lies in the 
unemployment figures. Despite the administration's 
numerous attacks upon unemployment, the problem 
has refused to yield. There are nearly as many per- 
sons out of work now as there were when Mr. Roose- 
velt took office, if such surveys as those of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor are to be relied upon. In 
St. Lohis, 29,200 persons are still on relief, not count- 
ing 14,400 who were summarily dropped last week 
for want of funds, and 9500 taken off the rolls earlier 
because the families had some source of income, how- 
ever small, from WPA and private industry. In other 
words, in a city of approximately 825,000, 53,100 were 
depending upon relief, in whole or in part, on April 
1. In addition, many other thousands were obtain- 
ing their sustenance from Federal work relief funds. 

These figures are far more eloquent than stock 
market prices. They give little warrant for breezy 
confidence that the depression is licked. 

If the speech is disappointing as a presidential! 
utterance, it is significant if read in the light of the 
fact that Mr. Roosevelt is a candidate for re-election 
next November. It is the accepted technique of poli- 
tics that a candidate in Mr. Roosevelt's position 
should restrict himself to agreeable generalities, 
things that tinkle in the public ear. Thus, the cap- 
tious mood the President exhibited last January in 
his famous address on “the state of the Union,” with 
its costly repercussions, has given way to the lullaby 
motif. 
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PUERTO RICO’S GIFT HORSE. 

Puerto Rico has been offered an elegant gift horse 
—independence, under a bill introduced by Senator 
Tydings of Maryland. The islanders, contrary to po- 
lite usage, now are looking the creature in the mouth, 
and they are displeased. A Puerto Rican lobbyist 
at Washington who has been urging independence 
has recovered from his astonishment sufficiently to 
say that the bill is unsatisfactory. Island legislators 
are hastening to point out that they favor statehood, 
and will have to ruminate upon the matter of in- 
dependence. No report has been heard of frenzied 
demonstrations of approval in the streets of San Juan 
or elsewhere. 

There are several reasons why Puerto Ricans are 
not enthusiastic. For one thing, the bill provides 
for this country’s imposing tariffs, which would play 
havoc with the island’s sugar trade. For another, 
there are a few facts about the course of dollars 
from the Federal Treasury to Puerto Rico. In the 
last year and a half, $1,000,000 per month has gone 
there for relief. The AAA paid benefits totaling 
$10,805,000 to Puerto Rican sugar growers. Congress 
last year appropriated $26,000,000 for reconstruction 
in the island. Gov. Winship now is in Washington 
seeking a PWA allotment of $12,000,000. 

None of these items can be found in the mouth 
of the independence gift horse. That steed promises, 
in fact, only the slightest of concrete blessings. Mr. 
Tydings’ motive may be to cut off a Treasury drain 
by getting rid of Puerto Rico, or to call the bluff of 
the Puerto Rican independence movement. What- 
ever it was, he has succeeded in making the islanders 
realize how well off they now are.

The prevalence of crime in the United States is, 
of course, terrifying. How is it possible that more 
murders are committed yearly in any one of a score 
of American cities than in all England? The answer 
is familiar. In England, justice is certain and justice 
is swift. 

A case in immediate point is that of Dr. Ruxton.

The revision of criminal procedure, in the interest 
of swift and sure justice, is among the reforms the 
country must somehow bring about. 
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FRENCH POLITICAL DEFINITIONS. 

A definite swing to the Left is the result of Sun- 
day's parliamentary elections in France. Of 618 
contests, 433 must be decided in run-off elections next 
Sunday. In the races that were decided, the “Peo- 
ple’s Front,” a coalition of the Leftist parties, cap- 
tured 63 seats, and it is expected these parties will 
win the larger part of next Sunday’s contests. 

Large gains were made by Communists, Socialists 
and another party known as Radical Socialists, but 
this is not so revolutionary as it sounds. Certain- 
ly, it does not mean that a Boviet Government will 
now take power in France. The strongest party in the 
People’s Front is the ferocious-sounding Radical So- 
cialist, which stands at the right of the orthodox So- 
cialists, and probably would be called “liberal” rather 
than “radical” in this country. 

As another instance of puzzling political nomencla- 
ture in France, there is the Radical Left party. De- 
spite its name, this is not an extremist party. It 
does not even belong to the Left, but is a mainstay of 
the Center. 

Socialism:in France is not what Marx preached. 
It is largely a version modified to the French eco- 
nomic scene, and accepts private property within 
certain limits. Both Socialists and Communists have 
departed from their traditions in joining a common 
front. So long as the front remains united, these 
parties can take effective action, but scarcely along 
revolutionary lines. If they divide and preach revo- 
lution, their strength suffers accordingly. 

As a matter of fact, Fascism has recently been a 
greater danger to France than is Communism. The 
trend of the parliamentary elections is not a step 
toward Moscow, but rather back to the French liber- 
tarian ideals of 1789. It is this decision, this new 
pledge to democracy and its methods, that makes the 
election results significant. 

What the People’s Front stands for is opposition to 
Fascism and support of peace efforts through the 
League. It urges close French collaboration with 
Russia and England. Domestically, it calls for pub- 
lic control (not confiscation) of public services. The 
foreign policies that the People’s Front stresses are 
ways of peace, not of extremism. It may be that the 
stock market, which slumped heavily following the 
French election news, will learn that the parties 
aren't so violent as their names sound. 
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KEYNOTING. 

Keynoter Dewey Short of the Republican State 
convention “poured it on” NRA and AAA. Both, 
he said, were “sad and costly experiments.” 

Keynoter Frederick Steiwer will perform for the 
Republican National Convention at Cleveland the 
same office that Keynoter Short performed for the 
Missouri Republicans. But it’s hardly likely that 
Keynoter Steiwer will go to Mr. Short’s remarks for 
guidance on NRA and AAA. Mr. Steiwer, as a mem- 
ber of the Senate, voted for both of them. 
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MR. MEYERS’ SUGGESTION. 

A proposal to finance relief expenditures from 
taxes, rather than from bond issues, is made by Di- 
rector of the Budget Meyers to the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment. 

At the outset of the depression, contributions to 
private charitable agencies were augmented by large 
sums taken by city officials from general revenue. 
Later, the idea was hit upon of financing relief by 
bond issues, to be retired from Municipal Bridge tolls. 
These tolls are now cartying more than $7,000,000 
in bonds and, even though the bridge is a prolific 
revenue producer, there is a limit on the indebted- 
ness that can be placed against it. 

Meanwhile, the city is spending nearly $150,000 a 
month for relief, with no sign of a letup. Indeed, 
this sum falls far short of the money needed to pro- 
vide the unemployed with the bare necessities of 
life, and unless Gov. Park acts to provide the city 
with State funds, it may be that local relief expendi- 
tures will have to be increased. 

We may as well make up our minds that the relief 
problem will be with us for a long time to come, and, 
that being true, Director Meyers’ suggestion should 
be given careful consideration. By paying off relief 
costs as we go, out of taxes, the city would avoid 
the interest charges which bond issues entail and 
therefore in the long run would save money. Also, 
it would avoid the periodic crises which now occur 
as bond issue funds are exhausted.

Safeguarding Our Democracy 


Longer term for Representatives and longer single term for President are suggested 
by writer to check “dangerous trend”; urges these steps to curb executive's control 
of Congress, and to reduce political motives in both branches; calls for return 
to true representative forms, guided by genuine public opinion, not mass emotion.

URPOSE of this article is to point out 
Pp: dangerous development now plainly ap- 

parent in our political machinery and to 
suggest a remedy. That development is the 
rapidly growing dominance of the executive 
over the legislative branch of the Govern- 
ment. 

The remedy I suggest is twofold: a 
lengthening of the term of office of the Rep- 
resentatives and the restriction of the presi- 
dency to a single term somewhat longer than 
the present term. For both these reforms, 
a constitutional amendment would be re- 
quired. The common idea that a constitu- 
tional amendment is a long and difficult af- 
fair is mistaken. Repeal of the eighteenth 
amendment was completed in less than nine 
months from its submission to the states. 
When the people really want an amendment, 
they can quickly have it. I shall try to 
ahow why they should want the amendment 
that I suggest. 

The last three years have witnessed an 
establishment by the executive of an ascend- 
ency over the legislative branch for which 
there is no peacetime parallel in our history. 
The record of the legislation passed in those 
years speaks for itself. The Congress has 
enacted a whole series of laws in the ut- 
most haste, some of them almost unread by 
the legislators who voted for them. 


T exclude altogether the question of the 
merits.or demerits of this legislation, and 
of the sincerity of purpose that prompted 
it—whether on the part of the President, 
who issued the orders, or on that of the leg- 
islators, who obeyed them. I am solely con- 
cerned with the fact that the President did 
give the oréers and that the legislators did 
obey them. 

How has this ascendency of the executive 
come about? It is the result of a world- 
wide phenomenon which the Spanish pub- 
licist, Ortega y Gasset, has described in his 
book, “The Revolt.of the Masses.” In sub- 
stance, his thesis is that democratic forms of 
government are tending toward the “direct” 
as distinguished from the “representative” 
form, as the “mass.” becoming politically 
conscious, has seized the reins of power for 
itself under the influence of “mass emotion,” 
and the consequences of this are reflected 
in a profound change in political structures 
of the world. 

The difference between “direct” democ- 
racy and “representative” democracy is the 
difference between “mass emotion” and 
“public opinion,” the difference between the 
temporary waves of excited emotion that 
tend to-sweep from time to time over the 
community and the filtered, refrigerated and 
distilled judgment that represents the con- 
sidered will of the people. Direct democracy 
tends to enact the mass emotion into law 
while representative democracy is designed 
to express the consideréd will of the people. 

The fathers of this country took great 
pains to set up a “representative” form of 
government precisely for this purpose. The 
constitutional provisions for election of a 
President and Vice-President and for elec- 
tion of Senators, together with the bicameral! 
form of the legislature, with ite eareful di- 
vision. of functions, were all machinery for 
filtering and refrigerating mass emotion and 
out of it distilling the will of the people. 


While “direct” democracy is a mass 
democracy, it inevitably tends to vest power 
in a leader—a single individual. No mass 
movement hag ever for long worked through 
a group or a committee, much less through a 
parliament; it always ends in a man. That 
is the real secret of the European dictator- 
ships. 

Now it so happens that science has pro- 
vided the world with an appliance that is 
ideal for the purpose of destroying repre- 
sentative government and replacing it with 
mass government; that is, government by a 
man. This amazing invention has turned 
the United States into—at times—something 
even more intimate than a New England 
town meeting. The presidential “fireside 
chats” have become a regular feature of our 
political life. Significant, in the highest de- 
gree, is the extraordinary precedent made 
last January when the President's message 
to Congress on “the state of the Union” was 
turned into a political appeal to the country, 
timed accurately to catch the people in their 
homes.

It must be evident at a glance that the 
radio is a tremendous machine for mobiliz- 
ing mass emotion, exciting it to fever heat 
and concentrating power in the hands of a 
man who knows how to use it. We saw 
what Huey Long could do with it, not to 
mention any other of the several radio Mes- 
siahs. It is worth noting that—largely by 
its means—he made himself undisputed em- 
peror of the sovereign State of Louisiana, 
and did it all under forms of State law. 

What he did in Louisiana could be done by 
a President of the United States; there is in 
it no inherent impossibility, however unlike- 
ly it may be now. We have seen enough to 
know that it is necessary to, provide at once 
for an effective check to this power, 

That check can be found only in a resto- 
ration of Congress to its proper place in our 
governmental system, and the place to be- 
gin is the House of Representatives. Never 
was there a time in our history when there 
was more need for independence on the part 
of the Congressmen than now. I suggest 
that the first step toward rebuilding that 
independence is a lengthening of the Con- 
gressman’s term to four years, with the hope 
that this will offer an attraction to men of 
character and ability to devote themselves 
to public service as members of the House. 

A term of two years, even under the pres- 
ent arrangement of sessions, is too short to 
offer real opportunity for effective service, 
especially when “election year” considera- 
tions govern as we have seen them govern 
during the second year. 

An original tradition limits a President to 
no more than two terms. A modern tradi- 
tion seems to require that a President shall 
seek a second term. In the last three-quar- 
ters of a century only three Presidents, John- 
son, Arthur and Hayes, failed to comply 
with this. The tradition which limited a 
man to two terms was wise, but its logic 
would, carried opt to its conclusions, limit 
a man to one term if that term were some- 
what longer than four years. However, 
logic or no logic, the tradition that requires 
a President to seek a second term contains 
@ very serious vice.

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Chief Justice Hughes Restates 
Traditional Limits on Power 


Of Congress in Rate-Making| 


Majority, in Stockyards Case, Declares Find- 
ings of Fact as Well as Law Are Subject to 
Judicial Review—Three Judges Disagree.

ing for a majority of the United | 


States Supreme Court, yesterday re- 
stated the court's traditional posi- 
tion that the “due process” clause 
of the fifth amendment makes rate 


regulation by Congress or its agents | 


subject to judicial review, both as to 
the findings of fact and to the ques- 
tions of law. 

Justice Brandeis, supported by 
Justices Stone and Cardozo, while 
concurring in the majority's con- 
clusion that the Secretary of Agri- 
culture had acted constitutionally in 
fixing rates for the St. Joseph 
Stockyards, argued that the 5u- 
preme Court and the three-judge 
district court for Western Missouri! 
should have confined their attention 
to questions of law and should not 
have made independent findings of 
fact after the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture had made an exhaustive report 
on the value of the stockyards and 
its probable revenues. 

Justice Roberts concurred in “the 
result” of the majority opinion, but, 
unlike Justices Brandeis, Stone and 
Cardozo, signed no separate opin- 
ion. ; 

Many observers of the Supreme 
Court are wondering why the Chief 
Justice thought it necessary at this 
time to restate the court's custo- 
mary position on rate regulation 
cases. Some found significance in 
his statement that “legislative agen- 
cies, with varying qualifications, 
work in a field peculiarly exposed 
to political demands,” and his men- 
tion of the “multiplication of ad- 
ministrative agencies.” Others 
thought the clew might be in the 
observation by Justice Brandeis 
that “this case, like a laboratory 
experiment, presents the task of 
rate regulation in its simplest 
form,” 

Conservative Interpretation. 

Whatever the intent of the court, 
it will be interpreted by conserva- 
tive Republicans and Democrats as 
a warning to the Democratic Con- 
gress and the many new agencies 
of the New Deal that the courts 
will make their own independent 
findings of fact before applying the 
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‘law. An interesting point of the de- 
‘cision is that the Government was 
| upheld in every particular of fact. 

The case reached the Supreme 
‘Court on the appeal of the St. Jo- 
'seph Stockyards Co., that the or- 
‘der by the Secretary of Agricul- 
‘ture fixing maximum rates to be 
charged by the company for the 
handling of livestock were confis- 
catory, and thus in violation of the 
Fifth Amendment. The company 
challenged the valuation set on its 
property by the Secretary and 
argued that he erred in computing 
such items as operating expenses, 
depreciation reserves and going 
value The three-judge district 
court had sustained the Secretary 
but offered these questions to the 
Supreme Court: 

“If in a judicial review of an or- 
der of the Secretary his findings 
supported by substantial evidence 
are conclusive upon the reviewing 
court in every case where a con- 
stitutional issue is not involved, 
why are they not conclusive when 
a oonstitutional issue is involved? 
Is there anything in the Constitu- 
tion which expressly makes find- 
ings of fact by a jury of inexperi- 
enced laymen, if supported by sub- 
stantial evidence, conclusive, that 
prohibits Congress making find- 
ings of fact by a highly trained and 
especially qualified administrative 
agency likewise conclusive, provid- 
ed they are supported by substan- 
tive evidence?” 

Chief Justice Hughes and a ma- 
jority of the court answered that 
the “due process” clause of the 
'Fifth Amendment prohibited Con- 
gress from making final the find- 
‘ing of facts of an administrative 
‘agency. Justice Brandeis and his 
‘associates disagreed with the ma- 
| jority, saying: 
| “The inexorable safeguard which 
‘the due process clause assures is 
not that a court may examine 
whether the findings as to value 
or income are correct, but that the 
trier of the facts shall be an im- 
partial tribunal; that no finding 
shall be made except upon due no- 
tice and opportunity to be heard; 
that the procedure at the hearing 
shall be consistent with the essen- 
tiale of a fair trial; and that it 
shall be conducted in such a way 
that there will be opportunity for 
a court to determine wheher the 
applicable rules of law and proced- 
ure were observed.” 


Two Long Opinions. 


The Chief Justice’s opinion con- 
tained about 8500 words; that of 
Justice Brandeis about 6500. Read 
together they are a lesson on one 
of the most important clauses in 
the Constitution, one on which the 
court often divides. 

After stating the bare facts of 
the case, the Chief Justice said that 
the scope of judicial review could 
not be limited by Congress. 

“The fixing of rates,” the major- 
ity opinion said, “is a legislative act. 
In determining the scope of judicial 
review of that act, there is a dis- 
tinction between action within the 
sphere of legislative authority and 
acton which transcends the 
limits of legislative power. Exercis- 
ing its rate-making authority, the 
Legislature has a broad discretion. 
It may exercise that authority di- 
rectly, or through the agency it 
creates or appoints to act for that 
purpose in accordance with appro- 
‘priate standards. The court does 
‘not sit as a board of revision to 
substitute its judgment for that of 
ithe Legislature or its agents as to 
|matters within the province of 
| either. 

“When the Legislature itself acts 
within the broad field of legisla- 
itive discretion, its determinations 
/are conclusive. When the Legie- 
lature ‘appoints an agent to act 
within that sphere of legislative 
authority, it may endow the agent 
'with power to make findings of 
| fact which are conclusive, provided 
the requirements of due process 
which are specially applicable to 
such an agency are met, as in ac- 
cording a fair hearing and acting 
upon evidence and not arbitrarily. 

“In such cases, the judicial in- 
quiry into the facts goes no further 
than to ascertain whether there is 
‘evidence to support the findings 
and the question of the weight of 
the evidence in determining issues 
of fact lies with the legislative 
agency acting within its statutory 
authority. 

Due Process Provision. 

“But the Constitution fixes lim- 
its to the rate-making power by 
prohibiting the deprivation of prop- 
erty without due process of law or 
the taking of private property for 
public use without just compensa- 
tion. When the Legislature acts 
directly, its action is subject to

WASHINGTON, April 28.—-A gen- 


eral defense of the safety of Amer- 
ican planes fiying on American | 


airways and American ships on the 
seven seas was put into the record 
of the Senate's investigation of air 
safety today. 

The witness was Col. J. Monroe 
Johnson, Assistant Secretary of 
Commerce, a former highway con- 
tractor in South Carolina until he 
was named to replace Ewing G. 
Mitchell, ousted from the Depart- 
ment of Commerce by President 
Roosevelt. 

Speaking with an almost ora- 
torical emphasis, Johnson said that 
American ships ranked, along with 
those of Sweden, as the safest in 
the world. He made several refer- 
ences to recent “unfortunate crit- 
icism” which he said had needlessly 
slarmed the public. 

Charges have been made recently 
that the Bureau of Navigation and 
Steamboat Inspection in the De- 
partment \of Commerce has been 
guilty of serious neglect, favorit- 
ism and ‘inefficiency. Similarly, at 
the time he was ousted, Mitchell 
charged the Bureau of Air Com- 
merce with inefficiency, 

Johnson was the first of sev- 
eral Bureau of: Air Commerce 
officials who are being given 
an opportunity to refute charges 
brought out tgfore the Senate 
Senator Copeland 
(Dem.), New York, chairman of 
the investigating group, was the 
only member of the committee pres- 
ent today. Senator Clark of Mis- 
souri, who has taken. an active 
part in the investigation, which 
was precipitated by the crash in 
Missouri in which Senator Cutting 
of New Mexico was killed, was 
out of the city. 

“Unfortunate Publicity.” 

“The facte are,” said Johnson, 
“that despite present fears, the 
safety of life in the air in American 
planes and on the sea in American 
ships leads the world and there are 
no close competitors. 

“In safety at sea, America and 
Sweden lead the world, and with 
emphasis despite the fears created 
by recent unfortunate publicity.” 

Johnson referred to the “pioneer- 
ing” phase of aviation and said that 
progress had only begun. 

“Although we are proud of these 
planes—they’re the best in the 
world,” Johnson said, “in 10 years 
they'll be a joke. That’s how fast 
this whole thing is moving.” 

Johnson pointed to a 25 per cent 
increase in general air activity since 
1932, a 60 per cent increase in the 
number of passengers carried on 
commercial air lines, and an in- 
crease of 132 per cent in the num- 
ber of passenger miles flown. At 
the same time, he said, the per- 
sonnel of the Bureau of Air Com- 
merce had decreased 33 per cent. 

“The bureau,” he said, “is im- 
properly organized. In the refor- 
mation we intend to carry out, we 
shall, of course, wait for the con- 
clusions of your committee. But in 
general, we propose to create two 
divisions, one for maintenance and 
construction and one for regula- 
tion.” 

Johnson also defended 
charge of J. A. Mount, formerly 
superintendent of maintenance for 
the Bureau of Air Commerce. It 
has been charged before the Sen- 
ate committee that Mount was first 
demoted, when he criticised the op- 


eration of the bureau's radio range |

Dispute Over Responsibility. 

The controversy over whether 
the company or the Bureau of Air 
Commerce was responsible for the 
Cutting crash has gone on since 
shortly after the accident occurred 
near Atlanta, Mo. In its official re- 
port the bureau blamed various 
factors unrelated to the function- 
ing of the radio beams operated by 
the bureau. The company in re- 
porting on its own investigation 
into the crash and later before the 
Senate committee put the greater 
part of the burden for the disas- 
ter, in which four other persons 
besides Cutting were killed, on 
failure of the beam. 

TWA lawyers seated near the 
witness table today several times 
interrupted Mulligan’s statement, 
challenging the facts on which he 
based his case. 

This is like the controversy which 
followed the TWA crash early this 
month at Uniontown, Pa., when 12 
persons, including both pilots, were 
killed. At a public hearing into the 
causes of that accident at Pitts- 
burgh recently TWA blamed im- 
proper functioning of the radio 
beam, and bureau officials sought, 
if only by implication, to put re- 
sponsibility on the company. 

Mulligan’s statement, covering 
nearly 60 typewrtten pages, took 
up minute points in the last flight 
of the TWA liner and particu- 
larly in the last half hour, when it 
encountered dense fog near Kirks- 
ville, Mo. 

In recent statements, Mulligan 
pointed out, Jack Frye, president of 
TWA, has stressed the fact that it 
was impossible to operate the radio 
direction: beam at the same time 
that weather reports were being 
broadcast to ships in the air. This, 
according to Frye, contributed to 
the accident. ‘ 

“It was impossible to broadcast 
weather and operate the radio 
range simultaneously, a fact well 
known to the company,” Mulligan 
said. 

Plane’s Last Half Hour. 

The witness, drawing on facts 
brought out in the bureau’s investi- 
gation into the Cutting crash, 
summed up the plane’s last half 
hour as follows: 

“Evidently the pilot was navigat- 
ing through the darkness in visual 
or contact flying to the Kirksville 
emergency field. Before the colli- 
sion took place, he was close to the 
ground, proceeding under a very low 
ceiling which forced him down into 
a draw. 

“Thus cut off, he apparently 
tried to make a turn to the left at 
low altitude out of the fog, rather 
than pull back up on instruments, 
because his fuel supply was so near 
exhaustion. He never reached the 
Kirksville field to verify the ac- 
curacy of the weather reports from 
that place, nor were we able to find 
any other pilot who had done so 
during the time in question.”

And our 
percentage of convictions for all 
crimes is lower than the European 
average. More people commit 
crimes and more escape. We are 
simply the most criminal country 
in the so-called civilized world.

One cannot undertake a war 
against crime without attempting to 
analyze the reasons for this condi- 
tion of affairs. It is not a simple 
thing to do. Factors certainly enter 
into the picture which are not cov- 
ered by such explanations as “lax 
government.” Racial composition 
doubtless plays a role. The homi- 
cide rate in the South is almost 
twice that of the whole country; 
New England has the lowest rate, 
and Vermont the lowest rate in 
New England. Fiorida has the 
highest, with Mississippi, Alabama, 
Georgia and Louisiana following 
closely. These rates are for mur- 
der. The figures would be quite 
otherwise, if other crimes were 
counted.

Far too many American criminals 
are youngsters. In 1985, 140,746 
arrests were made in this country 


of youths between the ages of 16 


and 24. For the urban child today 
the “G" man and the gangster are 
familiars.

In a recent query of hundreds of 
school children on the question of 
what they wanted to be when they 
grew up, “G" men were tops, “be- 
cause it is so exciting.”

People Worry 
Unnecessarily 


Many Who Think They Have 


of Sound Health.

HE query about heart murmurs 

which we answered brings to 

mind the great reaches of un- 
necessary worrying people do about 
their hearts. I 
have quoted the 
remark of an 
eminent Ameri. 
can specialist on 
the subject be- 
fore, but it bears 
repetition: 

“Most heart dis- 
ease is imagin- 
ary.” 

About 10 per 
cent of the fresh- 
men of a large 
university, when 
examined for en- 
trance, believed 
they had a “weak 
heart” or some 
more definite disease, and yet they 
were all sound. Fourteen out of 18 
successive patients who consulted a 
specialist in heart diseases had, in 
his opinion, perfectly sound hearts. 

Besides these purely self-made 
troubles, we can dismiss such old- 
fashioned terms as “fatty degenera- 
tion of the heart,” “athlete's heart” 
and “tobacco heart.” They are still 
used pretty frequently, but a mod- 
ern, up-to-date physician would be 
hard put to tell exactly what they 
mean. Fat people are found after 
death to have fat tags on the sur- 
face of the heart, but then some 
amount of fat is always there, and 
nobody can prove that it does any 
harm. The scare-head picture 
which can be found in Leonard Wil- 
liams’ book on obesity, called “The

mass of fat eating into the heart 
muscle, has no existence in real 
life. 


Does No Injury 


An athlete who has a bad heart 
either had it before he started in 
athletics, or it is of a functional 
nature. Strain such as is due to 
strenuous athletic exercises, does 
no injury to a healthy heart. 
Tobacco, it is true, if used exces- 
sively, causes an irregularity of the 
heart, and makes. the owner feel 
that the heart is turning over, but 
it does not result in any organic 
change, and the condition quiets 
down as soon as the tobacco is 
stopped or lessened. 
Nobody is denying that real heart 
disease does occur, but 80 per cent 
of it is an accompaniment of middle 
or old age, either strikes so quickly 
that the victim doesn’t have time to 
get scared, or causes a mild dis- 
ability over a period of years, and 
finally ushers the individual out of 
life so gently and at such an age 
that even he himself is quite pre- 
pared to go. Since the saving in 
infant mortality, and prevention of 
infection of young life, the prepon- 
derance of an elderly and middle- 
aged population, with which the so- 
cial and economic resources of the 
world are entirely unfitted to cope, 
threatens to estop the efforts of 
medical science to find more effi- 
cient treatment along this line. 

When the medical profession first 
became expert in the recognition of 
heart disease, which was about the 
time of the invention of the stetho- 
scope for listening to the heart 
sounds, they became mosjly inter- 
ested in the anatomical changes

—A STRANGE CONFEDERATE STATUE—The United Daughters of the Confederacy, in 1907, erected a monte 
ment in Court House Park, Bennettsville, S. C., on the front of which is this inscription: “1861. Erected 1907. 303 
of Marlboro’s Noble Sons sacrificed their lives on the battlefield , in prison, and by disease. Our Confederate dead.” 
But the soldiet image atop the monument is that of a Union soldier. The mistake was made by the Italian sculptor, 
The base of the monument faces the court house as did the soldier's image, but when the mistake was discovered, the 
soldier was turned around to face the other way. 

CHURCH ON A PRECIPICE—On the island of Terceira. one of the Azores Islands, there is a small church 
built on the edge of a precipice 300 feet high, in such a manner that it seems to defy all laws of gravity, appearing to 
have scarcely any support for its foundation. It is the shrine of the Senhora da Boga Viagem. The legend about the
